OBITUARY*  m*1   W, 


On    Friday.    April     L'L'd.     1010.    the    Town- 
ship  of   Camden  and   the  surrounding  district 
lost     one     of     its     oldest     and     most     highly 
j  honor*  d    and    esteemed,    citizens,    when     Jesus  I 
!  ce.me   and   quickly    and   tenderly    took   brother 
J  Andrew    V.    Price    home    to    be    with    Him  to 
behold    His    glory.    Bom    on    the    picturesque 
homestead    in    the    Wesley    neighborhood      on 
September    21st,     1830,    he    grew     in      favor 
I  with    friends    and    neighbors    as    he    grew    to 
i  be   a.  man.     When   a   young  man   of   seventeen 
or    nineteen,     under    the    preaching    of      Rev. 
John    Williams,    he    was    tmlv    converted     to 
God,    and   from    that   time   till    his   death,    as 
a    member    of    the    Methodist    Church    on    the 
Newburgh    eircv.it,    served    his    Master    with    a 
consecrated    and    whole-souled    devotion.    His 
church  was   not   long  in   recognizing  bis   gifts 
and  ability,   and  early  began  to  appoint   him 
to    her    highest    and    most    responsible    posi- 
tions.       About    the    year    1 852    he    was    ap- 1 
Pointed      Steward     of     the    church,     and     for  I 
many  years  did  his  work  well  and  faithfully.  ' 
Either  a   short  time  before  or  after  this  date 
he     was     given     a    local      preacher's      license, 
which    has   been    renewed    year   after   year   till 
his    death.    As    a    preacher   he    was   most   effi- 
cient   and    acceptable,    many    times    filling    the  I 
pulpits    near    and    far,     and    gathering      souls  I 
for    his    hire.
